of vital importance to each stu- 
dent", he said. "Every fall. each 
department must advise confused 
students who don't know what 
to register içr.". -^ ' \- 
° ' Since <the overall approach- of 
the department to its-aubjeCt has 
a -.'great deal to do with what 
courses are offered and how 
they are taught, Webster outlined 
the working philosophy of the 
Psychology Department. 

"We approach psychology fun- 
damentally as a biological sci- 
ence", he stated. 'This applies 
particularly to honours courses,

. FEW COURSES 

Webster claimed that the few 
courses in' psychology are. delibe- 
rately small m' number to avoid 
overlapping of courses, and advi- 
sed against joint honours -as it 
leaves the student little freedom 
in choosing -his courses. 

.In closing, I Webster stated, 
V( pefsohnaly^ think .ther B.- Sc. 
degree in 'psychology; is .better 
thanvthe B.A., as^r the J Student 
has a - better background by :the' 
time he reaches third year Scien- 
ce". 

Dr. Frankel claimed that with 
some poetic licence, he was in 
the position of a carnival' barker 
giving . a' pitch- for -his sideshow. 
Economics • and- Political' Sclénce:

• A student can take the depart* 
ment's 'courses' In ' one- 6f ' three 
ways, he said, First, . a ; general 
student can take a 'terminal in- 
troductory course in "either sub- 
ject. 

Secondly he can take 'à logical 
series of courses each year and 
study it as a continuation sub- 
ject for a general B.A. ' 

Or, he may take the honours 
course In Economics and Politi- 
cal Science. It is traditional- to 
consider these two subjects as 
one dlsciplIne.ï::-PoliUcaI Econo- 
my, and hence '-the^'student must 
study both subjects tather than 
getting degree In one alone. 

An Honours student can' avoid 
this by, takiqg joint honours with 
another department, such as joint 
honours in Economics and Histo- 
ry, he said.

As with Psychology, he stated, 
this honours degree is not pro- 
fessional degree, but preparation 
for further traioing in some spe-

Marconi Ra- 
dio CFCF, bearers of one of the oldest call-letters in 
Canadian radio will now turn its attention to the 
field of television entertainment. We welcome this 
«vent, but not unconditionally. 

: It is well remembered that a newly-licensed radio 
station, not too long ago succeeded in obtaining a 
]arge portion of the listening audience at the expense 
of degrading the sophisticated standards of radio ; 
broadcasting to .which we had become" accustomed in' 
this city. And let it not be said that this cnn be jus- 
tified in the name of free enterprise. Our broadcast- 
ing rules have been formulated with the specific ob- 
jective of balancing good taste with the profit motive. 
With the exception of their "summer sound" CFCF 
has shown all due reference. to this principle, and .it is 
hoped that it will continue: in this: tradition. 

Private television" in" Montreal can fill in those 
gaps which have necejisarily been |)re.sent in the pro- ' 
gramraing of the C.B.C. This is so because no one 
station can expect at any moment to keep everyone , 
happy. Television has become one of the most im- 
portant methods of mass communication. Its effects . 
are- widespread, and significant, in every aspect of 
our society. \. , , . : "

best wishes to Channel 12 CFCF-TV.
